File  fee's  of  the  following  cusp  have 
been  puhli.slicd  in  all  the  papers  hf  the 
empire  ;i  few  months  since,  and  have  hecn 
read  with  imiv^.sal  adiniiatioii.  The 
1 griitlcm.an  who  alnrte,  and  arntet!  cnlv 
w'tli  a kuiit;  siiccessftillv  res'st  the  attack 
of  a gang  of  ni'iC  tlespe rate  i nf fmns.  arm- 
ed w i'h  gtins  'ant!  swords,  is  betwe-.  n 60 
and  tOyoarsold.  He  has  hecn  deserved- 
ly honored  with  the  dignity  of  knighthood 
by  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  and  is  notv  sir 
j John  Piii'Ccll. 

At  the  t.ork  assizes,  Maiirire  Noonan 
■ stood  indicted  for  Biirglary-.  and  attempt 
to  ml)  the  house  of  S r John  Purcell,  at 
Highftrt,  on  thc  night  of  the  11th  Of 
March  inst.  The  trial  excited  considera- 
ble in' srest- and  the  court  was  erotided  at 
’ an  early  hour  on  Monday.  Every  bodv 
seemed  anx’ous  to  hear  the  nari'ation  of 
a tr:insaction.  in  wh’ch,  on  one  side, 
ihoiygh  the  gilt  cxh'hitcd  may  be  but  too 
f'e'mentlr  coualFd.  the  courage,  irtrep'd- 
ity  and  coolness  displayed  on  the  other  has 
been  never  txceeded  : and  seldom  m.- 
detd.  has  it  been  matched  in  the  history 
of  human  resolution. 

Sir  John  Purcell  was  thc  first,  witnes.s 

called He  said  that  on  the  night  of 

thc  1 1th  of  March  hast  about  cue  o'clock, 
at  night,  and  after  he  had  retired  to  I'ed. 
he  I'ecrtl  seme  iioisc  otits'de  thc  yvirdow 
oi  his  parlour.  He  slept  on  the  ground 
floor,  in  a mon  immediately  adjoining  the 
parlour.  There  whs  a door  from  one 
mom  into  the  other — but  ties  having  been 
found  inconvenient,  and  the'r  being  an- 
otlier  passage  from  the  bed  chanibcrtnore 
accommodating,  it  was  railed  up.  and 
some  of  the  furniture  of  the  parlour  was 
placed  against  it.  Shortly  after  Sir  .lobti 
heard  the  noise  in  fr'-nr  ci'  1-t.  h— :se.  Thc 
windon:,*-  thc  parlour  tvere  rpshed  in. 
and  the  nu'.se  occasioned  bv  tl  e feet  of 
the  robbers  in  leapitigfrom  thc  wiptlows 
down  iii)on  thc  parlour,  appeared  to  de- 
note a gang  not  less  than  14  !n  number, 

it  j^truck  liim. He  immediately  got 

out  of  bed.  and  the  first  determination  he 
took  being  to  make  is  sis'.-'nce.  it  is  with 
no  small  mortification  lie  relh.cted  upon 
the  III. armed  coi.diiioii  in  which  he  was 
piaeed^  being  d.  stitntc  of  a single  wea- 
pon of  the  orrlina.i-v  sort.  In  ttfs  state 
he  spent  little  time  hi  delilieration.  as  if 
almost  immediately  occurred  to  him  that 
having  supped  in  the  be.f  chamber  or. 
that  night,  a kr.Te  bad  been  left  behind  bv 
accident,  and  he  instan'ly  pro'recded  to 
trmni  in  the  dark  for  this'yverpon.  wb‘>cb 
h:  npily  ho  found,  before  the  door  ! 
froTn  the  parlour  into  tlvi  bed  cham!vr 
had  been  broktfn.  'WhiL'  he  stood  in 
calm  'ytt  resolute  expectation  t,hrt  the 


progress  of  the  robbers  would  soon  lead 
tliem  to  tiis  bed  chamber,  ,iie  heard  the 
furniture  whieh  had  been  placed  against 
the  nailed  up  door  exjie<iitiou«ly  displa- 
ced and  Wmt'diateiy  after  tliis  door  was 
burst  open.  The  moon  shone  with  great 
brightiKss,  and  when  this  door  yvas 
throwm  open,  the  light  streamed  in  through 
the  large  window  s in  thc  parlour,  allorded 
Sir  John  a view  that  might  have  made  an 
intrepid  spirit  not  a little  appridiensive. 
His  bed  room  was  darki  netl  to  excess,  in 
consequence  of  tlie  shiirters  of  liie  win- 
dows, as  well  as  the  curthirs,  being  clo- 
sed ; aiiJ  tJius  while  h;;  stood  ciivelopeil 
in  darkness,  he  satv,  sTaiiding  before  him 
by  the  brigiitm  ss  of  thc  moonlight,  a bo- 
dy of  men  ail  armed,  and  those  who  were 
in  the  van  of  tns  gang  l.e  observed  that 
a few  were  blackcntd.  A.’.n'.d  onlv  with 
the  case  knife,  and  aided  only  by  a daunt- 
less heart,  he  took  his  station  by  the  sid  ■ 
of  the  door — and  in  a moment  afti  r one 
of  the  villains  entered  from  the  pariour 
into  the  dark  room.  Inst.'.ntly  upon  a-J- 
vancing,  Sir  Johnpkingtd  thc  kmft  at 
liini.  the  point  of  wli'ch  enten  d Ui.ci' r 
the  rigiit  arm,  and  in  a line  with  a nipp.e 
and  so  home  was  tlie  bio-*'  sent,  that  the 
knife  passed  ituo  the  robbei's  body  until 
Sir  John's  hand  stopp.  ,i  is  until,  r prog- 
ress. U poll  receiving  this  dirust.  tiic  vil- 
la.n reei'.d  back  into  tlie  paHour.  crying

-Noonan,  upon  searching  he  found  con- 
cealed under  Ins  bed  the  identical  short 
gnn  with  whicti  one  of  the  robbers  liaci

on  the  public  debt.  A diminution nf  thac 
intcrest  is,  with  respect  to  the  ability  of 
defraying  the  other  annual  expenses,  a. 
positive  encrease  of  revcn-jc  to  tiic  same 
amount.  With  an  equal  amount  of  gross- 
revenue,  the  revenue  applicable  to  defray 
the  national  expenses,  is  no;v,  by  the  ef- 
fect of  the  reduction  of  the  debt,  two  mil-- 
Hons  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  great- 
er than  oti  the  1 st  day  of  April,  1801.  On 
if  another  view  of  the  subject  be  thought 
ABore  correct,  the  laws  for  the  reduction 
of  the  debt  have  in  ten  years  and  ni|ie 
months,  enabled  the  United  States  to  pay 
in  full  the.  purchase  money  of  Louisiana 
and  increased  their  revenue  near  two  n'dl- 
lion  of  dollars. 

If  the  amount  of  annual  payments  o;i 
account  of  both  the  principal  and  interes'^ 
of  the  p-ab)ic  debt,  during  the  last  ciglr  > 
years,  be  contrasted  with  the  payments 
hereafter  necessary  forthc  same  purposi-, 
the  difference  will  be  still  more  striking. 
Eightmillionsof  dollars'have  been  annu-al- 
ly  paid  on  tbat  account  ihtiing  those  cighi 
yea  s.  The  whole  amo'jnl  payable  aft;  i; 
the  year  1812,  including  the  annual  r-.  im 
bursement,  on  the  S'X  per  cent,  aini  di - 
fen-ed  stocks,  is  3,792,382  dollars,  mak- 
ing an  annual  difference  of  more  thaiv 
four  millions  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lai-s.  which  will  lie.  liberated  from  that  ap=* 
propriation.  And  tliis  annual  payment 
of  about  three  millions  eight  luir.drotl  ^ 
thousand  doFiars,  would  have  been  suffi-  a 
ciei.t,  with  some  small  variations,  to  dis- 
-chargfi  in  ten  years  the  whole  of  the  resi- 
due of  the  existing  dcl't,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  three  per  cent,  stock,  the  ani.ital 
interest  on  which  amounts  only  to  485,000 
dollars.  The  aspect  of  the  foreign  rela- 
tions cf  the  United  States  forliids-  howev- 
er, the  hope  of  seeing  the  work  complcK 
ed  within  that  short  period. 

The  redemption  of  principal  has  been 
effected  without  the  aid  of  any  internal 
taxes,  either  direct  or  indirect,  without 
any  additfon  during  the  last  seven  years 
to  the  rate  of  duties  011  importations, 
which  on  the  contrai-y  have  been  impair- 
ed by  the  rcr-eni  of  that  on  salt,  and  not- 
withstanding the  great  diminut'on  of  cem-' 
merce  during  the  last  four  years.  It 
therefore  proves  decisively  the  ability  of 
the  United  States  \i  itb  their  ordinaiy  rev  • ) 

enue  to  dlscbargc,  in  ten  years  of  peace, 
a debt  of  foriy-two  ntilltons  of  dollars,  a 
fact  which  considerably  lessens  the  weight 
of  the  most  formidable  objection  to  wbiclt 
that  revenue,  depending  almost  solely  on 
commerce,  appears  to  be  liable.  Intim.;  ' 
of  peace,  it  is  almost  sufficient  to  d-  fray 
the  expenses  of  a war;  in  ttme  of  w:  r 
it  is  hardly  co.mpeteiit  to  support  the  cx- 
petises  of  a peace  estaklislinicnt.  Sin- 
king at  once  under  adver.se  circumstan- 
ces from  fifteen  to  six  or  eight  mtliious 
of  dollars,  it  is  only  by  a persevering 
application  of  the  suiqilus,  which  it  af- 
fords in  years  of  prosperity,  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  debt,  that  a total  cliango 
in  the  system  of  taxation,  or  a per- 
petual accumulation  of  debt  can  be 
avoided.  But  if  a-  similar  ajipfication  of 
such  surplus  be  hereafter  strictly  adhered 
to.  forty  millions  of  debt  contracted  du- 
ring five  or  six  years  of  -war,  may  alwaj-s 
without  any  extraordinary  exertions,  b/5 
reimbursed  in  ten  years  of  jx-ace.  Thi-i 
view  ofthe  subject  has  at  the  present  cri-  A 
sis  appeared  necessary  for  the  pnrpcsc  of 
distinctly  pointing  out  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal resources  within  the  reach  of  the  U. 
States.  But  to  b«  placed  on  a solid  foun- 
dation, it  requires  the  ahl  of  a revenue 
“sufficient  at  least  fo  defray  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  goveniment,  and  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  ir.ciud  ng  that 
on  new  loans  wliich  mav  !>«  amiiorised.”
